Texas  76002.  as  LessorTand  HARDING  ENERGY  PARTNERS,  LLC,  a  Texas  limited  liabiBry  company,  13465  Midway  Road, 
Suite  400,  Dallas,  Texas  75244,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  Jesse  were  prepared  by  Ihe  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  al  other  provisions  (including 
the  completion  of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1.  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  thefollowing  described 
land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:
